Sherman Reports

The senator expressed his dis- 
appointment that AB 504 for tax 
relief for Albany schools did not 
pass. He said John J. Miller's 
AB 504 passed handily in the 
Assembly and passed the Senate 
with only one dissenting vote. He 
said Governor Reagan vetoed ey- 
ery single bill which had a mon- 
etary provision not in the bud- 
get. One bill vetoed would have 
cost only $100, he said, but the 
whole group, totalling about $40 
million, was _ vetoed, 
said he has been assured by the 
Governor’s office and those close 
to the Governor that Miller and 
Sherman will have an opportun- 
ity to discuss Albany’s problem 
with the Governor and get a let- 
ter in ahead of the budget to 
assure passage and signature 
next year. 

Sherman said he almost ‘“‘lost 
his hair’ over another Albany 
bill, SB 1064, which would have 
clarified the intent of the law 
regarding Albany’s bayfill. 

“T thought this was a simple, 
little non-controversial bill,” he 
said, “but when it hit the hop- 
per, an atom bomb would have 
been small by comparison.” He

“When you consider that in the 
next decade there will be a solid 
city from San Francisco to San 
Diego, you can imagine the prob- 
lems of this committee,” he said. 

At the conclusion of Sherman’s 
address, City Attorney-Lion 
Larry Saler reported that the
